(OPPOSITION TO RETURN OF 
JAPANESE TO WEST COAST 
GROWS; WARNING ISSUED

District attorney.s. Chambers of 
Commerce, and many civic and 
labor organizations of California 
are joining the swelling ranks 
oppo.sing the return of evacuated 
Japanese to the west coast du ■- 
Ing, or after, the war. Riots and 
open hostility of the interned at 
Tule Lake towards this govern¬ 
ment following sit Ikes and riots 
at other centers, have resulted in 
the circulation of petitions in 
many couritrics and the adoption 
of strong resolutions by repre¬ 
sentative bodies in scores of com¬ 
munities where citizens are being 
urged to write their represent i- 
tives at Washington voicing their 
opposition. 

On the ground that return of 
the Japanese would inevitably re¬ 
sult in murder and great disor¬ 
der and a threat to the citizens 
of both State and nation. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Fred Howser of 
this county is following up his 
opposition first publicly expressed 
before a Congressional committee 
which ho informtsl he had re¬ 
ceived letters from individuals 
claiming to represent organiza¬ 
tions ’’pledged in blood” to kill 
any Japanese found in California. 

He is going on the air in a 
series of addresses on the subject, 
the first of which will be deliv¬ 
ered Sunday afternoon. Among 
other things he will explain de¬ 
tails of gro.ss violations of the 
Allen Land Law, which he .says 
the Japanese formed organiza¬ 
tions to circumvent. 

The Salinas Chamber of Com¬ 
merce after going on record on 
the subject in rugged language, 
sent its secretary across the con¬ 
tinent to a convention of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Commercial 
Secretaries in Pittsburgh to ex¬ 
plain the situation on the west 
coast and to point out the dinger 
to the nation of allowing even 
Japanese citizens to return to the 
area. A letter sent out by the 
Chamber says: 

"Some time ago, we sent out 
■a questionnaire to 1800 people in 
the Salinas Valley, asking them 
a number of que.stlons regarding 
the Japanese question. Particu¬ 
larly, the question, ’Are you in 
favor of the Japanese returning 
to this coast at this time?’ There 
were 1468 replies, and all but 
two opposed their returning and 
many others, nnsollcltcd, wrote 
that they opposed the .lapanese 
ever returning. We believe that 
now is the time to work out a 
definite plan for the post war. 
We believe that no Japs should 
be allowed to return at this time, 
because we fear that something 
might happen which would result 
in the murder of bur boys who 
are prisoners over there. Sec¬ 
ondly, we urge that all alien Jap¬ 
anese be sent back to Japan as 
soon as possible after the war. 
This will automatlcaly take back 
a number of the native-born Jap¬ 
anese with them. Thirdly, we fa¬ 
vor legislation or a Constitutional 
amendment that will make It i>os- 
sible to distribute those native- 


born Japs who are left In this! 
country over as wide an area as 
possible, particularly away from 
the west coast. 

’’There has been njuch evidence 
that Japan was actively planning 
on a campaign to take over our 
west coast In 1917. Undoubtedly, 
it was stopped during this war 
by the immediate removal of the 
Japanese frotn the coast. Who 
will say that they may not suc¬ 
ceed t!ie third time 20 to 30 years 
hence If we do not now protect 
ourselves?” 

Hoods Will Remain 
On Street Lights 
Here Indefinitely 

street lights in Sierra Madre 
will continue to wear their black 
hoods indefinitely. A sUtemont 
by the Western Defense Com¬ 
mand this week discouraging the 
removal of light shields within 
cities probably settled that ques¬ 
tion generally as well as In Sierra 
Madre. General Emmons called 
attention to the fact that the dim- 
out regulations had merely' been 
suspended, not revoked, and that 
the trend of war mav make it 
necessary to order them Into ef¬ 
fect at any time. 

Incidentally local police are 
concerned over the fact that some 
residents confuse the dlmout with 
blackout regulations, and since 
the dimout has been relaxed have 
been in the habit of leaving hou.se 
and outdoor lights turned on with 
nobody at home to extinguish 
them in the event of an air-raid 
alert calling for a blackout. Po¬ 
lice Cliief McMillan calls atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the blackout 
regulations are still In full effect 
and will be enforced.

subjects of the curriculum. The| 
teachers may grade the various' 
aspects and tec;iniquas of a .sub¬ 
ject instead of giving a subject 
grade if she desires. This will 
.show the parent in what aspect ■ 
of the subject the pupil needs to 
show improvement. 1 

The report is not inten'e.i to 
compare the work of one child j 
with another, but rather to help ■ 
the pupil, the parent, and the 
teacher to gain a better under- 
.standlng of the growth netds of 


the partir^ular pupil to whorh tire' 
report is Issued. It tries to tell 
what success the child has had 
at schpol in those aspects of edu¬ 
cation which are important in the 
development of the ideal citizen. 
It endeavors to point the way in 
which the home and the school 
may cooperate in stimulating a 
growth comparable to the pupil’s 
needs. 

Reports for the primary grades 
differ with those for the upper 
grades in the individual items to 
oe ,appraised, 'ibey were de¬ 
signed to be in harmony with 
the type of educational program 
that is being attempted in the 
school; giving an evaluation of 
the child’s progre.ss in the aca¬ 
demic studies, appraising h’s ap¬ 
preciation in the cultural studies 
and .showing him now he can im¬ 
prove to become a better citizen 
in his community. 

Barents are requested to exam¬ 
ine the report, discuss it with the 
children, sign it, and return It to 
the .school. A parent’s signature 
does not imply that he is satis¬ 
fied wit hthe achievement of the 
child. It indicates that the parent 
has seen the report. The teach¬ 
ers should be con.sulted to plan 
the work which will be best fit¬ 
ted to meet the needs of the par¬ 
ticular pupi'. 

It is Hoped that the reports ' 
submitted for the appraisal of 
the progress of the pupils will be j 
met with approval, and that they ; 
will be one means to help attain | 
a highe’- degree of educitiona' | 
achievement. | 


Turkeys To Be’High 
for Thanksgiving; 
Lower Than in ’42 

Southland Thanksgiving turkey 
prices to the consumer, bused on 
the advance of a half cent to 3 
cents per pound as approved by 
the WFA last week, will range 
from 47 to 52 cents per pound 
at retail for prime dre,=sed birds, 
55 to 62 cents on prime drawn 
birds and 58 to 66 cents on 
frozen eviscerated stock, accord¬ 
ing to OPA. 

The "IS or choice grade birds 
will retail at 46 to 51 cents per 
pound on dressed, 53 to 61 cents 
on frozen eviscerated while the 
"C” or commercial grade birds 
wiS co.st 43 to 48 cents for 
drawn birds and .54 to 61 cents 
for frozen eviscerated blrd.s. 

While these prices are as much ’ 
as three ments per pound higher 
than had been anticipated earlier 
this season, they are still below 
those which housewives paid las’, 
year.
